Within three months the ration- 
list was reduced to within 20,000, and 
before the end of that year but a 
handful of tho aged, and decrepit were 
left to be caved for by the General 
Government. From Washington alone 
more than ten thousand

away to homes found for them, and 
private employment secured.

Hie One Is Everywhere Affected by 3Ian 


nnd Art—The Other In Primeval and Vir- 
gin—Luxury May Suit Xngllih Scenery, 
but Not So With Us. 


Having lately visited England after s. 


long absence, my mind since my return 
has been busy with tho subject of the re- 
lations between our scenery and that of 
tho old world. I visited a dull part oi 
Hampshire. On leaving tho house where 
I was staying it was necessary to pot 
np to an early breakfast to catch a train. 
Two young soldiers, very pleasant and 
friendly fellows, who went away at the 
same time, wero in tho cab with me. 
Reference was made to the scenery, and 
one of them, who had been in America, 
said, "Yon Americans may not always 
Bay you admire England, but in your 
hearts you know there is nothing like 
it." I looked out of the cab window at 
the flat and very rolled out landscape, 
cut up into squares and plots by iron 
fences, which, however, with its sparse 
oaks standing hero and there, was not 
without a classic grace, aud thought of 
tho frefih and inagio outlinosi of the Vir- 
ginia mountains. 
But th« hour was 


much too early and too drowsy to allow 
of any expression of dissent. It is an 
old question, that between the scenery 
of the two worlds. It is simple enough, 
however, with ail obvious answer. Here 
it is primeval and virgin nature; there, 
nature affected by man and art. 


The difference between European and 


iiificaiit of this. Early in September an 
acquaintance took mo to look at a ro- 
markablo oak on his place in Essex, 
which ho said had been thought by some 
persons to bo a relic of tho ancient Brit- 
ish forest. This oak, which was not very 
high, threw its powerful arms straight 
out in all directions over a wide space 
of ground, fjortainly such a tree could 
not havo stood in an aboriginal forest. 
There would not havo been sufficient 
sun to produce BO great an amount of 
leafage, and there would have been no 
room for such a vast lateral extension. 


It so happened that only a few months 


before, in Juno perhaps, I had seen in 
Tenncsiiee n good deal of a forest which 
was almost virgin, 
Tho trees wont 


straight upward to a great height, the 
boles being clean of branches a long 
distance from tho ground, and the leaf- 
age scant, except at the top, where it re- 
ceived tho sun. I rode into the middle 
of this forest. 
Tho trees were often BO 


close together that it would have been 
hard for ji horse to, go between them, 
aud ray horso followed the bod of a 
stream which was so shallow that it 
scarcely more than wot his fetlocks, the 
rhododendrons being very thick on each 
side of mo. Halting in the midst of the 
level floor of the forest, it was an im- 
pressive ECCUO which 1 found. The pale, 
lofty trunks stood everywhere parallel, 
and with a stately decorum and regular- 
ity, except whore, half way up the ad- 
jacent mountain side, some tumbling 
trees, loaning at (ipglcfi against, their 
surrounding fellows, which had arrest- 
ed thorn in falling, varied the universal 
propriety with a noble confusion, the 
gray trunks looking like mighty fallen 
pillars of a ruined temple, 


It is true that our scenery Is not very 


rich in its associations of human history. 
This BOIU-CO of interest wo have here 
only to a slight degree. 
But tho laud- 


scape has itfe own history. Is it not well 
to consider that history? Is not scenery 
made more impressive by the study of 
those sublime changes which have pro- 
nai'firl tlm Wnrlrl wllirtll w« con cmrl muir 
not the disclosures of men of science, so 
far as the unloarued are capable of com- 
prehending them, be brought to the serv- 
ice of the souse of natural beauty;. 


Another poiitras^ rhero may bo in the 


scenery pf tlio two laudb. There is this 
to be said of English scenery—it is suit- 
able to tho luxury and comfort of Eng- 
lish country life. It is appropriate to 
tho English flcshpots. There ar§ plenty 
of country ho\)K.£§ t^l'SV.&iWP* jpiigland 
in which material eomforts are of the 
best, and which at certain seasons con- 
tain much agreeable company of both 
sexes, I had some experience of euch a 
house in Surrey. Tho library was excel- 
lent, For a wonder the weather was 
good, the ephemeral British sunshine 
remaining all day on the southern walla 
and really lavish among those flo\Yerq 
of tho garden you do not Itnp.vfby-name. 
Easily detained by such an existence, 
you aro not ^nchned to anything more 
active than some kind of pleasant read- 
ing and are likely to lose your place at 


hills to tho west. To such a life and, 
such a state of mind the ya.pu.e, salt as- 
pect of the Surrey hiUn ^as most suita- 
blftr-ztwo. impalpable, gauges of hills, al- 
luring ^o the eyes. Essences they seem- 
ed rather than substance or matter, 
and unreal, save in their gentle emer- 
ald coloring. And they wero always ly- 
ing there, quivering as in a, drea.m™a. 
mirage which did not gQ away. 


}f there is an agreement between lux- 


ury and English scenery, my sentiment 
is that, on the contrary, luxury does not 
suit our scenery, 
Au iron foundry, 


strange to Bay, does no harm. A forge, 
a factory by the side of a pond filled 
with water lilies—I have now in mind 
the New England landscape—these ar» 
not unsuitable. 
But 
n. Ulie house in 


some way ^ -nyj my sense of incongru- 
ity extends as well to those m.an.sioaii 
which a friend despr^bfifi as Queen Anno 
in the front and Mary Ann in the rear. 
Architecture, both private and public, 
should be such as is suited to the local 
requirements and history. A white spire, 
for instance, marking such a church as 
New England farmers have built for 
generations, what an eloquent object in 
a wide and unduUvting view!—E. S.
